In the wisdom of Divine Providence, there 
are no troubles.

I re- 
member hearing a lady relate her experience 
with a neighbor who was continually in 
trouble. She was ever borrowing articles of 
daily use, and never seemed supplied at any 
time with the common necessities which con- 
stitute a well ordered household, although hav- 
ing ample means at her command. She seemed 
unhappy, unless she could borrow, and her 
most intimate friends were led to distrust her 
because of this weakness, for much to their 
annoyance she would seldom return their 
kindness in an honorable manner. To illus- 
trate: she had an especial liking for a certain 
kind of tea that a friend always used, but a 
brand that she herself never bought, because 
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of the price. Consequently she conceived the 
idea of borrowing from her friend the tea she 
so much liked; and would return an over meas- 
ure of her own inferior brand, patting her con- 
science with the thought that over measure 
would supply the lack in quality. The conse- 
quence was her home was abroil of contention 
from morning until night, and she kept the 
whole community in commotion relating her 
troubles and trying to borrow sympathy. She 
prided herself on charity, and had one dared 
to call her selfish they would have felt the 
venom of her wrath in strong expression. 

You may carry out the thought to suit each 
individual heart, and when you have drawn 
the picture to your satisfaction, turn within 
and ask your inner consciousnsss if it bears 
any resmblance to the picture you have paint- 
ed. Who among us can say, “I never borrow; 
I am perfectly happy and contented.” Not one 
We have learned to sweeten, and frost, and 
perfume the pure bread of life, until the origi- 
nal is scarcely discernable. We have borrow- 
ed selfishness, envy, pride, jealousy and 
avarice, from our rich neighbor. We have 
borrowed malice, hate, revenge and cruelty 
from our enemies, and lastly from the church 
we have borrowed hypocrisy. Out of all these 
we have generated anger, suspicion and ob- 
stinacy. We have been zealous workers and 
have been scattering seeds of desire over the 
field of truth. And now comes the harvest, 
and what have we to glean? Bitter and pois- 
onous herbs with which to recompense our 
debt. And now we are called upon to pat our 
conscience as did the tea woman. There 
comes a time, however, when we can no longer 
repay in this manner, and we sicken and die 
from drinking the bitterness of our own gall. 

Every personality bears the unmistakable 
stamp of borrow, somewhere, somehow. 
Through the spoken words of untruth we have 
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what we desired,and our compensation is un- 
satisfactory. 

Of these spoken words, what volumes we 
might read from each book of life. Life? Ah 
now we have come at last to the fountain head. 
Let us begin anew to scatter the seeds of desire 
sprinkling them with the waters dipped from 
the fountain of life. Let the spoken word of 
truth make manifest your harvest, from the 
universal field of God’s Love. And as thoughts 
are Father and Mother to the Spoken Word, 
guard well this postal, that the compensation 
of this harvest be satisfactory to you. Re- 
member, thoughts are things, and their silent 
transference is more potent, for good or evil, 
than the verbal utterances, for thought knows 
no limit or space. Edwin Arnold says, \ 
“Thought in the mind has made us. What we \

All that we are is that we thought and willed; 

Our thoughts shape us and frame. If one 
endure 

In purity of thought, joy follows him as his 
own shadow—sure. 

Never anywhere at any time did hatred cease 
by hatred. 

Always ’tis by love that hatred ceases; only 
love. 

The ancient law is this.” 

It is evident we can not do evil, that good 
may come. Therefore, treat error as a mis- 
take, or the absence of the real self. There 
is only one mind. The Universal Mind or God. 
Each soul is a thought of God made manifest 
in the flesh, and this manifestation gives rise 
to the sense of the individual existence. We 
have in use as terms of distinction, mortal and 
immortal. But how can the immortal evolve

a mortal. Immortal means life. Mortal 
means death. All is life, there is no death; 
consequently no mortal. In all healing or 
treatment, aim to bring into manifestation the 
True self. All sickness, disease and death, are 
but reflections of some undeveloped idea or 
thought. They are the blessed monitors, our 
Guardian Angels, who unceasingly protect the 
soul. Every trouble that comes to you is but 
the still small voice of Love, gently admonish- 
ing you, that you are a prodigal from your 
Father’s house, and urging you toreturn. You 
may wear out your so-called mortal existence, 
and lay it away, but you can not escape the 
penalty, “As the tree falleth, so it lieth.” You 
can not borrow comprehension of a pure spirit, 
from the decomposition of a diseased body. 

I remember when I was unfolding toward 
the Spiritual that I was in such a bewildered 
condition that I could not even use a formula 
given me by any teacher. I would forget it, 
or think it useless, and I am now sure that I 
retarded my own growth by thus scattering in- 
stead of collecting and applying the truths as 
evolved by those in advance of me. We can 
not expect a babe a few weeks old to run about 
and talk, and very few can become open te 
spiritual truths without persistent effort. We 
linger long in the realm of personality while 
thought is making a brave struggle to establish 
its individuality. We have shamed the book 
of books by our sensual interpretations.. We 
have been groping in the darkness of despair 
and death unable to see the illumination of the 
glorious sun, whose light has been shedding its 
rays of promise upon our pathway for cen- 
turies. We have but to study the law as mani- 
fest in everything about us to discern the prin- 
ciple that is at work and its infalibility. We 
have reveled in the I am of personal greatness 
only to find our efforts vain. We have watched 
the movements of the planetary systems in 
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wonder and awe. We have become accus- 
tomed to the seed times and harvests and 
through the unconscious lessons they have 
taught us we have unfolded to the realization 
of the unknown power. 

“And the evening and the morning were the 
first day.” To the spiritual thinker, what a 
beautiful symbol. What a grand provision in 
the universal evolution. How each day suc- 
ceeds the night in the unfolding of principle 
through Divine Law, and at the last or seventh 
day comes the grand completion, the entrance 
into the Holy of Holies, the recognition of I am. 

We have searched long enough for a person 
God hid away somewhere in the starry canopy 
overhead. Our Fathers found him not, and 
what hope have we of better success in the same 
direction. The hope that our unfoldment 
brings to us of “Know Thyself,” simply means 
find thyself and thou shalt find God. See 
thyself as a world in itself comprising all the 
possibilities embodied in the divine Law of 
Evolution. Find the God within and then let 
thy kingdom come and thy will be done in the 
flesh as it is done in heaven within. Call upon 
thy Father in this heaven within and hallow his 
name.

Consequently every apearance of disease 
should be at once considered our savior. All 
misfortune is but the principle working 
through the law of truth. The greatest error of 
to-day is the ease with which so many hug 
themselves to death under the supposition that 
“while ignorance is bliss ’tis folly to be wise.” 
I beg of you not to be caught in this death 
trap of ignorance. A ship may be a magnifi- 
cent structure of mechanical genius and engi- 
neering art but an auger-hole might sink it if 
its captain persisted in ignoring the signs 
which follow a leak. Wherever you see action 
there will you find creative power and there- 
fore the Creative power of ignorance is the 
enlargement of the devil of error. The result 
disaster and death. 

Understand that the measure of the real 
self is the amount of Good that you can make 
manifest. Place your joys and sorrows in the 
scales of justice and the balance will aid you in 
knowing thyself. Don’t dare to cheat in the 
reckoning for the law is absolute and “thy sin 
will find thee out.” 

aul said to the Romans, “Hast thou faith? 
have it to thyself before God. Happy is he 
that condemneth not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth.” 

A belief in dogma will only fetter you. Let 
go of all beliefs that acknowledge any other 
power but God. This in itself will be a treat- 
ment for any disease or error you may be

nursing either consciously or unconsciously. 
Abide in the work of Christ, and let the “dead 
past bury its dead.” Work in the principle of 
Life, Love and Truth. Let the witches’ cauld- 
ron destroy itself for the lack of the nourishing 
troubles you have so long poured into its capa- 
cious bosom. By their works ye shall know 
them. Prove your right to the kingdom. If 
you fall to-day, get up to-morrow. Don’t say, 
“T will if I ean,” but say, “I will.” 

Resolutions are the counterfeit coins placed 
in the bank of doubt and fear. Have purpose 
and work in the method. knowing that the I AM 
is perfect regardless of what the senses may 
tell you. Shakespeare aptly says—‘To thine 
own self be true; and it shall follow as the 
night the day, thou canst not then be false to 
any man.” 

Use the power of the Word on yourself. Pray 
for understanding. Do not rebel at what the 
Spirit of Truth may reveal to you. It may 
chastise you severely but bless God and rejoice 
in the unfolding of your inner consciousness.

LESSON 3.—duly 19. 
THE ARK BROUGHT TO JERUSALEM.—?2 Sam. 6:1-12. 

1. Again David gathered together all the chosen 
men of Israel, thirty thousand. 

2. And David arose, and went with all the peo- 
ple that were with him from Baale of Judah, to bring 
up from thence the ark of God, whose name is called 
by the name of the Lord of hosts that dwelleth be 
tween the cherubim. 

3. And they set the ark of God upon a new cart, 
and brought it out of the house of Abinadab that was 
in Gibeah: and Uzzah and Ahio, the sons of Abina- 
dab, drave the new cart. 

4. And they brought it out of the house of Abina- 
dab which was at Gibeah, accompanying the ark of 
God: and Ahio went before the ark. 

5. And David and all the house of Israel played 
before the Lord on all manner of instruments made 
of fir wood, even on harps, and on psalteries, and on 
trimbrels, and on cornets, and on cymbals. 

6. And when they came to Nachon’s threshing- 
floor, Uzzah put forth his hand to the ark of God, and 
took hold of it; for the oxen shook it. 

7. And the anger of the Lord was kindled against 
Uzzah, and God smote uim there for his error; and 
there he died by the ark of God. 

8. And David was displeased, because the Lord 
had made a breach upon Uzzah: and he called the 
name of the place Perez-uzzah to this day. 

9. And David was afraid of the Lord that day, 
and said, How shall the ark of the Lord come to me? 

10. So David would not remove the ark of the 
Lord unto him into the city of David: but David ear- 
‘ied it aside into the house of Obed-edom the Gittite. 

11. And the ark of the Lord continued in the 
house of Obed-edom the Gittite three months: and 
the Lord blessed Obed-edom, and all his household. 

12. And it was told king David, saying, The Lord 
hath blessed the house of Obed-edom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the ark of God. So 
David went and brought up the ark of God from the 
house of Obed-edom into the city of David with glad- 
ness. 


The ‘‘ Ark ‘of the.Covenant” was a chest or 
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box, overlaid with gold, in size about 30x30x50 
inches, containing the **Two Tables of Stone,” 
inscribed with the ++ ten commandments,” called 
also the “covenant” and the *‘testimony.” 

According to Mosaic law, this sacred Ark” 
could only be handled by duly ‘sanctified 
priests.” For any one else to even touch it 
was danger and death; because it were profan- 
ation of the most holy symbel of the Divine 
Therefore Hophni and Phineas, wayward sons 
of the high priest, Eli, committed a grave sin 
when they carried it into the battle against the 
Philistines, who slew theia both, defeated Israel 
and captured the ark. The Philistines put it 
in Dagon’s temple; and they found that ‘in the 
morning Dagon was fallen on his face before 
the ark.” Terrified at this, they carried it 
from place to place, and wherever it went mis- 
fortune and cisease attended them, until they 
became anxious to be rid of it. Then with 
gifts and jewels they placed it on a new cart, 
drawn by a yoke of unbroken heifers without a 
driver, which carried it into the country of Ju- 
dah, into the field of Joshua of Beth-shemesh, 
Here because the unsanctified opened and looked, 
into it, fifty thousand people died. Then they 
brought it into the house of Abinadab, and 
‘they sanctified Eleazer his son to keep it.” 
Now properly attended, it remained here for 
twenty years; until David undertook to bring 
it with great ceremony to Jerusalem. 

To the searcher for interior meanings this 
“ark” is the visible symbol of an ¢dea—the 
idea of God. This Divine Idea announced itself 
to Moses as “*\/ Am.’ This Most Holy Name 
of God understood, fixes the Omnipresence as a 
definite Presence in the consciousness, filling 
the mind with conscious oneness with Omnipo- 
tence. We must ‘‘take up the ark,” the 
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Idea of God embodied in “I Am,” with our 
“sanctified” thoughts (priests), and we shall 
receive bountiful Good in continuous manifesta- 
tion. Carefully, reverently, and understand- 
ingly, awe must associate only True Words with 
our **\I Am”; as, Lam holy, I am healthy, I 
am satisfied, ete. But if we allow our unsanc- 
tified thoughts, without understanding, with 
irreverence and profanation to handle this most 
holy Name, to debase and desecrate the Divine 
Idea contained in this symbol, “1 Am,” by 
coupling with it false statements of the mortal 
consciousness, such as, I am sinful, I am sick, 
I am poor, ete., we shall be in danger of man- 
ifesting sin, sickness, poverty and death, ex- 
actly according to our careless profanity in the 
misuse of this holy ark-word, ‘‘I Am.” 

Thus this Divine Idea, or ‘‘ark,” is ‘+a savon 
of Life unto Life” or “of death unto death,” 
according as the thought we commit to it is 
Truth or falsity. In either case it will be 
equally potent to bring into manifestation the 
fruitage of our lips. ‘Every idle word that 
men shall speak they shall give account thereof 
in the day of judgment”—the day of fruitage. 

Now that Love (David) is enthroned king 
over the whole mind—Judah and Israel—which 
is the establishment of the Love consciousness, 
it is time that we bring forward this Divine 
Idea from its long resting-place in a false or be- 
dimmed consciousness to Jerusalem, ‘‘city of 
David,” the capital centre of our Love con- 
sciousness; because, although we have seen that 
Love is fitted to dominate all thoughts, yet 
when the ‘‘ark”’ (the Divine Idea) is established 
in consciousness, so that we may “inquire at it,” 
we shall then reign with Omnipotence and Trath. 

6. In bringing the Divine into conscious 
ness, if we profanely handle the Divine Idea, we 
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shall severely suffer for our “error.” It was 
not a Philistine who died from touching the 
holy symbol; it was an Israelite, one under- 
standing spiritual things. One who has no con- 
ception of God cannot be profane, though he 
may use profane words; only those who are 
alive to the Truth can profane the most holy 
Name—‘‘the Lord will not hold Azm guiltless.” 

8-10. The set-backs which we suffer from 
profanely handling the I-am ark bring an offense 
(**was displeased”: and a hindrance to our 
demonstration—to our advancement. 

12, After we see how others have profited 
by the presence of the Divine in consciousness 
(as Obed-Edom), we are encouraged to renew 
our effort to bring the ‘‘ark” of the Divine into 
consciousness ‘*with gladness.” 

Thus is established the consciousness of Love 
in at-one-ment with God. 


LESSON 4.—duly 26. 


GOD’S POMISES TO DAVID.—2 Samuel 7: 4-16. 


4. And it came to pass that night, that 
the word of the Lord came unto Nathan, saying, 

5. Go and tell my servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord, Shalt thou build me a house for me to dwell in? 

6. Whereas I have not dwelt in any house since 
the time that I brought up the children of Israel out 
of Egypt, even to this day, but have walked in a tent 
and in a tabernacle. 

7. Inall the places wherein I have walked with all 
the children of Israel spake I a word with any of the 
tribes of Israel, whom I commanded to feed my peo 
ple Israel, saying, Why build ye not me a house of 
cedar? 

8. Now therefore so shalt thou say unto my ser- 
vant David, thus saith the Lord of hosts, I took thee 
from the sheepcote, from following the sheep, to be 
ruler over my people, over Israel: 

9. And I was with thee whithersoever thou went- 
ast, and have cut off all thine enemies out of thy sight 
and have made thee a great name, like unto the name 
of the great men that are in the earth. 

10. Moreover I will appoint a place for my people 
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Israel, and will plant them, that they may dwell in a 
place of their own, and move no more; neither shall 
the children of wickedness afflict them any more, as 
beforetime, 

11. And as since the time that I commanded 
judges to be over my people Israel, and have caused 
thee to rest from all thine enemies. Also the Lord 
telleth thee that he will make thee a house. 

12. And when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt 
sleep with thy fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of thy bowels, and I 
will establish his kingdom. 

13. He shall build a house for my name, and I 
will stablish the throne of his kingdom for ever. 

14. 1 will be his father, and he shall be my son. 
If he commit iniquity, I will chasten him with the 
rod of men, and with the stripes of the children of 
men: 

15. But my merey shall not depart away from 
him, as I took it from Saul, whom I put away before 
thee. 

16. And thine house and thy kingdom shall be es 
tablished for ever before thee: thy throne shall be es- 
tablished for ever. 


Every faculty of the mind has its own mission 
to fulfill in the development of character. But 


no faculty can perform the work of another; 
the other must do its own work in its proper 
time and order. When any faculty is perfectly 
fulfilling its function, it is the establishment of 
a corisciousness. Thus the Kingdom of David 
stands for the establishment of the dominion of 
the Love consciousness, 

5. The body is God’s temple; which Love 
desires to be so built as to manifest Divine per- 
fection. Solomon signifies the peacefulness 
of Wisdom or understanding. 

6-7. In all states of consciousness there is 
no upbuilding without understanding, which 
brings into manifestation the perfect body-tem- 
ple, ‘‘house of cedar.”” Love cannot build, 
though it may provide material. The building 
must be done by the equally important faculty 
of peaceful understanding (Solomon) which pro- 
ceeds from Love. In the stillness of peace, 
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which is brought about by Love, is the ‘‘temple 
of the Holy Ghost” built — ‘*Wisdom hath 
builded her house.”—Prov, 9:1, Love is a 
‘‘man of war” (1 Chron. 28:3), and not a builder. 
Love has to do with thoughts, not manifestation. 
Love’s special sphere of action is to conquer and 
subdue its enemies; it is a great conqueror; and, 
having reached its full dominion through over- 
coming, ‘‘must reign until it has put all enemies 
under its feet.” Even the ‘last enemy” is to 
be destroyed by Love. 

8. Infinite Love finds individualized Love 
by the ‘sheep cotes,” shepherding innocent 
thoughts, and leads it along, until, through its 
conscious oneness with Infinite Love, it has (9) 
‘cut off all enemies out of its sight,” giving it 
full dominion over all, subduing all thoughts 
inimical to Love—all hate, all malice, all selfish- 
ness, all carnality; until it becomes a great king 

a Consciousness. 


10. Under the dominancy of Love, Israel 
(spiritual thoughts) becomes settled and estab- 
lished in the peacefulness of understanding (Sol- 
omon)—‘‘dwell in a place of their own, and 
move no more.” 


11. ‘Also the Lord telleth thee, that he 
will make thee an house”—not make a_ house 
Jor thee, but **make thee an house’; that is, thy 
body shall be a temple, manifesting God—‘‘ye 
are the temple of God,” ‘the Most High dwell- 
eth not in temples made with hands.” —Ace. 7:48. 


12. When Love has fulfilled its mission as 
a consciousness, it must be succeeded by a still 
higher consciousness, that of Understanding. 
It is derived from Love (‘‘out of thy bowels”), 
and is established in Wisdom and Peace—not 
wisdom in the abstract, but Wisdom proceeding 
from Love, the fruit of which is Peace. ‘‘And 
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I will establish his kingdom”—-the establish 
ment of the consciousness of Understanding. 

13. It is Understanding, proceeding from 
Love, that builds the body-temple holy, accord- 
ing to the ‘pattern shown in the mount.” The 
building up of this holy temple on the perma- 
nent foundation of Divine Wisdom is not ac- 
complished in or through the act of overcoming 
(Love’s victories); but all constructiveness is in 
the stiliness of peace following overcoming. 
Stillness is the place where greatest upbuilding 
is accomplished. The perfectly fitted stones 
for the Temple, each exactly fitted the others, 
‘‘without sound of ax or hammer or other tool 
of iron” (masonic)—in the stillness. 

J4. Wisdom is Divine Principle. Father 
and Son are one. But if the individual in this 
consciousness ‘‘commit iniquity,” according to 
the unvarying operation of Divine Jaw, that 
impartial Law will ‘‘chasten him with the stripes 


of the children of men,” as surely as, in obedi- 
ence, it will bless him. 
15. Wisdom, which is Divine, proceeding 


= 


from Love, also Divine, fails not to recognize 
the fact that Divine ‘‘mercy endureth forever,” 
which the lower Saul-consciousness did not dis 
cern; for Wisdom is on a higher plane of under- 
standing. Wisdom is Understanding, and 
therefore enduring. 

16. Love’s ‘thouse” is established in Wis- 
dom, and her ‘‘reign” is perpetuated in perfect 
manifestation; that is, the ‘shouse” and ‘‘reign” 
of Love are perpetuated in the resultant peace- 
ful manifestations of the Consciousness of Un- 
derstanding (Solomon’s Kingdom) ‘established 
forever.” 


LESSON 5.—August 2, 
DAVID’S KINDNESS.—2 Samuel 9: 1-13. 


1. And David said, Is there yet any that is left 
of the house of Saul, that I may shew him kindness 
for Jonathan’s sake. 

2. And there was of the house of Saul a servant 
whose name was Ziba. And when they had called him 
unto David, the king said unto him, Art thou Ziba? 
And he said, Thy servant is he. 

3. And the king said, Is there not yet any of the 
house of Saul, that I may shew the kindness of God 
unto him’? And Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan 
hath yet a son, which is lame on his feet. 

4. And the king said unto him, Where is he? And 
Ziba said unto the king, Behold, he is in the house of 
Machir, the son of Ammiel, in Lodebar. 

5. Then king David sent, and fetched him out of 
the house of Machir, the son of Ammiel, from Lo- 
debar. 

6. Now when Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan, 

the son of Saul, was come unto David, he fell on his 
face, and did reverence. And David said, Mephibo- 
sheth. And he answered, Behold thy servant! 
7. And David said unto him, Fear not: for I will 
surely shew thee kindness for Jonathan thy father’s 
sake, and will restore thee all the land of Saul thy 
father; and thou shalt eat bread at my table contin- 
ually. 

8. And he bowed himself, and said, What is thy 
servant, that thou shouldest look upon such a dead 
log as I am. 

9. Then the king called to Ziba, Saul’s servant, 
and said unto him, I have given unto thy master’s 
son all that pertained to Saul and to all his house. 

10. Thou therefore, and thy sons, and thy servants, 
shall till the land for him, and thou shalt bring in the 
fruits, that thy master’s son may have food to eat: 
but Mephibosheth thy master’s son shall eat bread al- 
Way at my table. Now Ziba had fifteen sons and 
twenty servants. 

11. Then said Ziba unto the king, According to 
all that my lord the king hath commanded his serv- 
unt, so shall thy servant do. As for Mephibosheth, 
said the king, he shall eat at my table, as one of the 
king’s sons. 

12. And Mephibosheth had a young son, whose 
name was Micha. And all that dwelt in the house 
of Ziba were servants unto Mephibosheth. 

13. So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusalem: for he 
lid eat continually at the king’s table; and was 
lame on both his feet. 
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“Saul” has represented two states of con- 
sciousness, Saul Obedient and Saul Disobedient 
—the one anointed cnd holy, the other sinful 
and hypocritical. Therefore the fallen, rejected 
Saul-consciousness is not wholly bad—David al- 
ways saw in him ‘*the Lord’s anointed.” ‘Jon- 
athan,” being a son of Saul obedtent, stands for 
the true spiritual element in the Saul conscious- 
ness. ‘‘David” and ‘*Jonathan” both stand for 
Divine Ideas—God’s Love to man, and God’s 
Gift to man; hence their strong affinity for and 
their inviolable covenant with «ach other, Love 
is called ‘the greatest thing in the world”; so 
Jonathan acknowledges David’s superiority— 
‘IT know that thou shalt be king, and I shall be 
next to thee.”—1 Sam. 23:17. 

But the Saul consciousness has disappeared— 
all his sons slain. 

1. On account of the affinity and covenant 
between David and Jonathan (1 Sam. 20) David 
(Love) desires to find the good element that 
may remain from that old consciousness, that 
he may honor and sustain it, for the sake of his 
oath to Jonathan. Love forever finds and sus- 
tains the Good; only the false perishes. 

2-3. But whatever of good that may remain 
‘‘of the house of Saul” must be derived from 
the obedient Saul consciousness—must be a son 
of Jonathan. ‘Jonathan hath yet a son, which 
is lame on his feet.” Notwithstanding Jon- 
athan’s fatherhood was Saul obedient, yet, be- 
cause he remained loyal to Saul disobedient, 
even to death, the thought derived from that 
unholy relationship is “lame on his feet.” 
“Feet” denote the understanding: ‘Son of 
man, stand upon thy feet, and I will speak unto 
thee.” —Ez. 2:1. 

He ‘stands on his feet” who is in good under- 
standing in spiritual thought. To such Spirit 
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can ‘‘speak” with unmistakable inspiration; but 
not to him who is ‘‘lame on his feet.”” ‘*Mephi- 
hosheth” stands for those whe ure ‘lame on 
their feet” through an experience in the Saul 
consciousness, and who therefore accept the 
statements and creed of others second-hand, 
having no inspirational thought themselves, 

4-6. Love finds such ‘in the house of 
Machir (sold into bondage) of Lodebar (no pas- 
ture)” and ‘‘sends and fetches him out” of that 
condition of bondage and starvation. 

7. Every Mephibosheth, in sense bondage 
und spiritual starvation, may by the power and 
authority of Love, be restored to the good and 
sufficient estate of abundance of Good, theirs 
by the right of inheritance, understood by Love. 

8. ‘“Lameness” in spiritual understanding 
is indicated by his misuse of “I am,” as, “I 
am a dead dog.” 

9-12. Love bestows with authority, and 


commands men to be our ‘‘servants,” who bring 


ey 


us the ‘fruits” of the land; because Love has 
redeemed us ‘‘out of the house of Machir” and 
makes us ‘‘as one of the king’s sons.” 

3. Though ‘lame on both his feet” in 
Spiritual Understanding, still every Mephi- 
hosheth is capable of feasting at the King’s 
table continually on the all-satisfying bounty of 
Good provided by Love, 


This is the sum of all true righteousness. Treat 
others as thou wouldst thyself be treated. Do nothing 
tothy neighbor which hereafter thou wouldst not have 
thy neighbor do to thee. In giving pleasure or in 
causing pain, in doing good or injury to others, in 
granting or in refusing a request, a man obtains a 
proper rule of action by looking on his neighbor as 
himself.—WVahabharatha.

Yes, that is true. If we keep truth in the 
mind by using it with our thoughts, then of 
course our thoughts will be employed én truth. 
If we allow our thoughts to wander, they get 
into bad habits, and ¢magine something wrong. 
Imagination is the mischief-maker. Now I 
wish to teach you a lesson ef faith. Do you 
understand what I mean by faith? 

—No, I do not think I do. 
You believe there is a great and good Being 
who has all power, do you not? 
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~Yes. 

You believe he can always keep you from 

harm? 
Yes. 

Do you believe he always wéll do so? 

—I hope he will. 

Now while you are hoping that God will take 
care of you, are you not sometimes fearing that 
accident or harm will befall you? 

Yes. I suppose I forget God when I am 
afraid. 

You believe he is everywhere, do you not? 

Yes, I do, but because I do not see him, | 
do not realize that it is so. 

Well, here is where your lesson in faith is 
needed. Faith ¢s realization. After Jesus 
arose from the grave, he appeared to many of 
his disciples. One of them, Thomas, not having 
seen the Lord, would not believe that he had 
really appeared unto the others. After a while 
Jesus showed himself to Thomas, and then 
Thomas believed, but Jesus said to him, **Blessed 
are they who not having seen, yet have be- 
lieved.” Now Jesus taught ‘Have faith in 
God.” To have faith in God is to be so sure 
that he is with you, and you have nothing to 
fear, that you shall rest in peace right in the 
midst of a cyclone. If you were on a ship ina 
dreadful storm, you would be calm and cheerful, 
for you would be sure that God was with you. 

—I should think there could not be a dreadful 
storm where God is. 

I do not wonder that you think so, nor will 
there be dreadful storms to those whose thoughts 
of God are true. <A storm may rage around 
you, just as hard and cruel thoughts are raging 
in the minds of men who do not know God, but 
us you may not be touched by these cruel 
thonghts, so you, with your faith in God, will 
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not mind the storm. There will be no hard 
storms to that one whose heart is pure and who 
has faith in God. 

—It is so easy to forget God when everybody 
is frightened around me. 

I know it is, for all is mind and you are in 
the One Mind with all the others. 

—lIs not the One Mind, God? 

Certainly it is. 

—Then how can there be fear in the world 

Fear is imagining something not good. Ev- 
ery one has the faculty of imagining. If you 
happen to be in the dark you can imagine all 
sorts of ugly things, can you not? 

—Yes, indeed. 

If the light suddenly appears, you tind that 
it is all right. Hera, again, your lesson of 
faith is needed. In that dark place you can 
stand still, or go on, and just know that nothing 


but good, is zn the Good. There is no evil to 
that one who wnderstands God as the ever- 


present Good, 

—I should think, then, that understanding, 
is Sa ith. * 

You are right; before this true understanding 
darkness and fear flee away. 

Do you think we can get used to the idea 
of safety? 

Yes, you can, if you stand, by your state- 
ments of good and your denials of evil. Paul 
teaches us this lesson when he says, ‘Having 
done all, stand.” He means that having spoken 
truth, stand byit. You have said ‘God is 
Life,” have you not? 

—Yes, 

Well, when death seems to be coming to some 
one, will you be afraid and forget that God, the 
only Power, is Life? 


—No, I can see that I must stand by my true 
word, 

You must indeed, for that is faith. The 
least little bit of faith grows to be great by 
using it vigorously. A little child would never 
learn to walk if it did not use its limbs. At 
first they are weak, but as he uses them they 
grow stronger and stronger, until finally they 
do as he wants them to. So faith grows to be 
strong and powerful by use. In your school 
work you need faith; do you see how! 

I suppose I must stand, by the truth that 
God is my intelligence and my skill. 

You must indeed. In cultivating your faith 
you have two decided statements to make on 
every occasion; one for truth, one against error. 
You say, ‘I do not believe in failure——/ do be- 
lieve that God is my success.” You must de- 
clare positively what you do, and what you do 
not believe. Thisis what Paul means by ‘‘Hav- 
ing done all, stand.” In this way you make 
nothing of error, which it really is, there being 
only the power of Good, and you stand, upon 
the plaiform of Truth. You understand that 
by repeating trae words, you come to realize 
their power. Now I will give you some state- 
ments to repeat, which will cultivate your faith 
in the //ving, active Good, and soon you will 
find that your faith has become a/ive, and is 
creating beautiful conditions for you. 

‘I do not believe in death—I do believe in 
God as Life. unfailing.” 

‘I do not believe in sickness-—I do believe 
in God as health, wnfacling.” 

‘I do not believe in weakness—I do believe 
in God as my unfailing strength. 

“I do not believe in the lack of any good 
thing—-I do believe in the aburtdance of my 
Good, unfailing.” 
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‘‘I do not believe in any danger—I do believe 
that my Good is always with me as perfect 
safety.” 

‘*] do not believe in fear—I do believe that 
God is my refuge every moment of my life.” 

“I do not believe in ignorance, or foolishness 
—I do believe that my God is everywhere as 
Intelligence, wnfa:ling.” 

“I do not believe in hate—I do believe my 
God is love unfailing in all his children.”

WHEEL NOTES. 
Momence, IL. June 16, 1896. 

Dear Friends:—According to promise I herewith 
forward an installment of “Wheel Notes.” Our first 
stop after leaving Chicago was at a small German 
village on the Eastern Illinois R. R., named Beecher; 
so called by an ardent admirer of the great preacher. 
Atthis place we formed the acquaintance of a dearold 
German couple, Mr. and Mrs. Chas. Hack, who made 
our stay at their house a most pleasant one. 

Two lectures were given in the Congregational 
church, and a few treatments, and some interest was 
awakened. We proceeded from there to Momence, a 
pleasant rural town of about 2500 people. The Sal- 
vation Army had preceded us, and to quote from the 


expressions which met us on our arrival, “they haa 
swept the town.” We were told that our cause was 
hopeless, that it was utterly vain to expect to gainany 
foothold, but recognizing the fact that “man proposes 
but God disposes,” we went forward, busily doing

tised a meeting, and our first audience consisted of 

one lady and a small boy. This appeared doleful in 

the extreme, but we were stimulated by the emer-

growing interest in this Truth. We find the people 
here largely bound by the orthodox faith, although 
many are awakening to a conscious desire for further 
enlightenment, and we feel assured that the Word 
spoken is the sowing for a rich harvest in the future.

SELF-TRAINING. 


Self-training is the training of thought, feel 
ing, character and action, by which we grow 
into the attitude where we can habitually coi. 
mand the power to demonstrate the potency of 
mind. 

Self-training, therefore, is a constant effort 
to walk abreast with Truth, as rapidly as Truth 
is revealed through the growing understanding. 
It is the constant aspiration to discern higher 
and broader truths along with that untiring 
energy which impels us to continually reach 
for them. 

There is no point of rest in development. 
Opportunity is either a progressive or a retro- 
gressive course. Past attainment will not 
suffice; we can never find a place where we 
can stand still and do sufficient work on the 
strength already gained. There is never a 
time when one can afford to omit that vigi- 
lance over self, which— with the resolutions 
always to be put in practice, becomes self- 
training. 

The work of a true student of Truth may 
be seperated into two essentials; namely, self- 
training and practice. Strictly speaking the two 
are one. Truth, embodied, disembodies error. 
Each day brings its duty, or new part of the 
work, which brings it further on the way to- 
ward a perfect whole; and to-day’s work is a 
preparation for to-morrow’s work. We are 
soul-builders. The plan of our structure is Jesus 
the Christ. We must find our Model and be 
guided by the plan to its completion. No 
amount of anxiety can aid the work or hasten 
its completion, or change the plan. 

Do not feel discouraged, but remember all 
effort is success in motive. The finding of self, 
as one with the Absolute, is the way to adept- 
ship in training,—or the practice of Truth. 
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In reply to the thought of millions as to where 
and what Truth is, we would say that there is 
no place where Truth is not, and no reality that 
is not Truth. To arrive at Truth we must find 
the opposite of what the senses reveal. So in 
self-training we must not attribute power or 
quality to disease; we must not name any ap- 
pearance of inharmony; we must not think or 
say that the body environs or limits us in any 
way, nor claim to be subject to sensations, feel- 
ings, or effect of any kind. 

In self-training we must remember the intel- 
leet uninformed of the Spirit cannot bring us to 
our ideal; but will oppose Truth. Mere intel- 
lect rules and argues in favor of sense-percep- 
tion for the purpose of sustaining differences. 
“Where there is truth there is no difference.” 
Self-training is the adjustment of thought, word 
and act to first cause, Divine Law and power. 
The demonstration of the science of Spirit, or 
Truth applied, brings forth manifestation from 


that Spirit according to the law of God, which 
is love.
